N. A. D. and the Future of 
the Deaf in America. 



Papkr Rf:AD AT THE Convention of the 
Nationai. .Association of the Deaf at 
blrkfai.o, n. y., durinc. the first vwp.ek 
OF AuoeisT, IWO, BY Mr. Tkov Hii i , of 
Texas. 
Lad.es and Gentlemen: — 

III oriier lo icc into tlic (uluro, ii-is pretty 
nearly always iiect>s.sary that wc first take 
a look into the- past. So before ROinR into 
detail of my talk into the Future, let us 
lake a brief journev back into the past. 

To begin with, we deaf folks in America 
do not ha\e much of a past to look into 
as far as educatonal work anei ptoprcss RO, 
for its onlv a little over a hundred year.; 
now since the GalUiudet spirit rose, ami our 
beloved beneiactor, Dr. Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaiidet. opened the way for us, yet within 
this short century of our history we have 
stored accomplishments that rank second 
to none in the history of any class, creed 
or breed of people, who have fought to 
I vercome the prejudice of a mu^Ruidcd pub- 
lic. From the black darkness to the prt*nt, 
we have advanced, until today many of our 
number hold positions ol trust and confi 
deuce, and importiincc, on par with those 
held by noimal individuals, and we can feel 
well :itisfie<1 with the accomplishments of 
the past, al-o we find there is yet much 
to be accomplished. 

Much of the accomplishments of the past 
can be well laid to the help of the N. A. I), 
though IH- or"'>nization was onlv org.mized 
in 1S80. The accomplishments of the or- 
ganization arc many, and varietl, but I do 
not intend to r'vc you in itemized list; suf- 
ficient to mention the Civil Service Reforms, 
the Memorials t" '^.nllaudet, De I'Etice, anti 
Ihr successful fieht in some quarters against 
unjust legislation against the deaf, in regards 
to their social and civil rights, driving of 
cars, etc. 

But of the Future; what is there before 

•IS? 

My friends, unless we, the Deaf of 
■Vmerica, band ourselves together, stronger, 
into a greater, larger N. A. D.. I am afraid 
ihe luture will be back lor Ihc coming gene- 
.ations of the deaf. 

The N .\. D. deserves the support of the 
entire eieaf population of America, in my 
o'-inion, but to secure the support of tlu- 
li'uf in the widely .scattered sections of the 
country, is a matter with which we should 
loncern ourselves. Without unified support 
of the Hr-if r' ^'<1erica, the N. A. D. wit. 
eniam wliat it h s been in the past, namely 
a sectiont.il as-socialion, that is st-ong in the 
-ection where the meetings are held at the 
time of the conventions, while the re t oi 
the countr- never has a fair representative 
membership, and as long as the .-Vssociation 
remains a sec:lional affair, it is never going 
to become the great N. .\. D. thift it should 
be. 

The future of the Deaf in .America? Un- 
le.ss we join together, in one strong asso 
cialion and present a united front, there i" 
nrave danger that the rights of the Deaf 
are going to be trampled on. No need for 
us to try and fool our-^lvcs by saying 
"there's no danger," for there is grave dan- 
ger, unless we forget section.il feelings, raciai 
feelings, religious prejudices, and unite, into 
one strong united .Association, there lies 
ahead of us something which 1 am greatly 
afraid of. First the slow extermination of 
Ihe Deaf teacher ot the deaf. Second, the 
slow but sure losing of all the ground we 
have gained in the past, in a fair and square 
chance to earn an honest living. 

That the deaf ti-acher of the de-af is slow- 
ly being kicked out of the proffession can 
not l)C denied by anyone who has his eyes 
oiM;n. The Pure Oral advocate slowly send- 
ing forth his propaganda, with the ultimate 
aim of .securing al>solute control of the 
schools (or the deaf in .\mcrica, is a (act 
that cannot l>e denied, otherwise how do you 
account for the about fact of "Scientific 
Spirit" Pope, of t,he New Jersey school, 
whom we all had assumed to be a true 
iriend of the deaf? it is a mystery lo most 
of us today, why the N. A. D did not 
soimd a call to arms, and fight, to flood 
the New Jersey authorities with such a 
shower of criticism and condemnation, that 
they could but pay some attention to our 
demands. When the Secretary-Treasurer of 
this very .\s.sociation, is fired, along with six 
or ten other dea( teachers, all without just 
cau.se remember. 1 l>elieve it's about time 
for us to get up on our hind legs and fight, 
and unless we do, we will soon find this 
unjust discharging of true and tried friends 
of the deaf, "the deaf teacher o( the dea(," 
a common occurrence. 

1( we ex|X^t to get anywhere at all in our 
fight (or a square dea( (or the deaf teach- 
ers, as well as for the deaf worker, we are 
going to have to show a whole lot more of 
the spirit of co-operation, and less petty jeal- 
ousness. That the leaders of the deaf, and 
the deaf themselves, do not co-oix-rate as they 
should, cannot he denie<l at all. The report 
of the Civil Service Bureau, as given in the 
Silent Worker's write-up of the .Atlanta Con- 
vention, shows plainly the lack of co-otiera- 
tion. The Civil Service Bureau, reixirls that 
it had written various leaders of the deaf 
throughout the ITniteei States, requesting 
help in securing data, yet of the large num- 
ber i>f letters written, they had received only 
two answers, one from the late Dr. James 
H. Cloud and one from the beloved departed 
President of the N F. S D., Mr. F P Gib- 
son. Only two. mind you, of the various 
deaf leaders written had ,shown the com- 
mittee the common courtesy of an ordinary' 
reply to their letters, much less furnishing 
them with any data. That is not co-of>er«- 
tion. In my own limited exi>erience 1 have 
found the same thing true. Not so very 
long ngo, while I was Secretary-Treasurer, 



of the Texas State .Association of the Deaf, 
the Executive Committee desired to place 
before the State Legislature a Bill, which 
would take the State School for the Deaf, 
out of p«ilitics, and instructed me. to write 
letters to the various educators of the deaf, 
giving forth the ideas we wished incorporat- 
ed in the Bill, and requesting criticism and 
suggestionss. A goodly number of the 
superintendents did not answer our letters 
these deaf teachers, those who should be 
greatest concerned about the matter, show- 
ed in the larger part utter lack of co-oper- 
ation, many refusing to acknowledge the let- 
ters whatever, and others declining to be 
quoted on the matter. That is not co-opera- 
tion. 

Probably the greatest failure to co-oper- 
ate that we can l.iy to the doors of the deaf 
of .America today is the K. M. (.'.allaudet 
.Memorial Fund thrive. .An utter lack of co- 
operation amtmg the deaf of .America has 
•leen in evidence throughout the drive. I 
understand the arguments against the pur- 
pose for which the fund is to be used, but 
till the ommittce which was apix)inted had 
made its decision, and it's up to us to abide 
i)y the decisions of our committee, or to 
appoint a committee that will do what the 
majority want. 

That there is a trend towards the elimina 
(ion of the li)eaf workman in many line 
>( endeavor cannot be denied, when our car 
pcnters, bricklayers, and other skilled work 
men arc denied employment The Work- 
men's Compensation Insurance Companie; 
are responsible, and it's up to us to get in 
and fight for the removal of this unju.5t 
di. crimination. 

The N. .A. D. now operates under a pi; n 
of $1.00 membership, an annual does, with 
a $10.00 life membership, which is all right 
.IS far as it goes; but there are so many whc 
are not members under this plan, and I sug 
gest that in order to .secure greater strength 
of the N. .A. D. that a change be worked 
out, and suggest that each and every State 
Association of the Deaf be urged to join 
the N. .A. D. and that in the collection of 
the dues, which would t)e say $1.00 lo' 
1 period of from one convention to another 
md that e.ich Association be requireil to 
meet once every three years. One h,ilf o 
the membership fee to go into State A.s.socia 
tion Treasury, and the other half into the 
N. .A. D. Treasury. In this manner each 
member of each State .Association that afVi 
Hates with the N. .A. D. would be a full 
member of the N. A. D. This might cut 
down the revenue of the N. A. D. as is now 
for a sm.ill time, but in the long run it wouh 
more than double the amount of money on 
hand. The Life membership to remain a- 
it is now, and those members attendin 
conventions to pay their regular $1.00 fee 
each having one vote, while the proxies o 
the State Association associate member 
wouht stand for only one-half a vote each 
in this manner the whole country coulf 
oon be induced to he members of thi 
X. .A, D , an<l when they did not attend thi 
convention and participate in its affair 
actively they would only have to p-iy $ 5C 
')cr three years. While the member who wa; 
iresent to take part would pay the regula' 
•ee as it is now. That is just a suggestion 
however. 

That the Secretary and other officials of 
he N. A. D. keep publicity before the mem- 
■ers, as well as before the general public, ir 
.tny and all manners possible. There ha' 
been an utter lack of publicity in the pa.st 
that is to be regretted. Some folks don't 
believe in publicity, bot where would the 
Volt< Bureau, and the Pure Oral .Advocate 
he today but for the large sums of monev 
they have spent for publicity purposes. Tc 
Keep our wants and desires before the 
public at all times is the only sane way in 
which to educate them to the deaf. F'igh; 
fire with fire. When the Pure Oralist come; 
out with his story, cross him with another 
one. 

I've been told that there arc two or three 
committees investigating the New Jersi'v 
mess, but it's a long time after the hos 
was stolen, in this instance, to apiviint a 
committee. The trend of Po(ie's ideas wa.* 
known liefore he did the actual firing of his 
deaf employees, and if I am not greatly 
mistaken, I wrote your Secretary -Treasurer 
Mr. Moore, before he was fired from the 
New Jersey school and asked why the 
N. A. D, was not set upon Pope, and wa 
told that the deaf of New jersey wanted 
lo settle the matter in their own way with- 
•Jut the N, .A. D. TTiat was their privilew 
of course, but I believe in using all the 
weapons at our disposal in our fights, ant' 
since the N. .\, D. is our biggest cannon, 
we should use it at all times. 

I've been told that it would not seem 
right for the N, A. D. officials to take n 
hand in the various state situations, thai 
the local people would resent the o|iiniop 
of outsiders being pushed in upon them, but 
if the State .As.sociations affiliate with the 
N, 'K'. D. as they should, they would have 
no reason to object, and the (act is that 
what concerns the deaf in one state, con- 
cerns the deaf in the entire country. 

There are many activities in which wc 
should keep our hand. The present trcni' 
in the industrial world is toward more 
machines, and the stanilby of the deaf in 
the Industrial Dei>artments are l>eing dis 
carded or should t>e. Where for instance 
would a hamessmaker get work today. Yet 
this trade is still being taught some of the 
deaf. Should not we. the deaf who arc out 
in the world, have the right to suggest to 
the school he.ids what trades to do awav 
with and what new ones to add, since we 
.ire the ones to prove the worth of the 
various methods and trades taught us? 
When it's proven that Ihe deaf cannot 
rcure work in a given line of work, am' 
that they can in others, should not the 
school heads be informeti and requested to 
fh.inge? Two changes recently in the Texa- 
school are the addition of automobile me- 
chanics, and poultry raising. The latle' 
we are told, starts this fall. Both art' 
wise chanires, and were urged u|)on the pre- 
sent and the previous superintendent (or a 
long time, by the deaf outside the school. 

In the jmst we have erecte«I Memorials 
Monuments of Stone and Bronze, all of 
which is very fine; but we have w.istci! 
entirely too much monev on this

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The eleventh biennial convention ot 
The North Carolina Association of the 
Deaf is now history. The delegates, 
satisfied with duty well done, are at 
home, framing mental pictures of tall 
skyscrapers, swift street cars and the 
increasing skyline of Charlotte, the 
biggest .Southern city that ever had 
our convention. All is quiet in that 
garden spot where Charlotte sits, and 
the sound of the N. C. A. D. is low. 

It was a convention and howl To 
see that the deaf delegates had a good 
time, one needed only to step out into 
the lobby at any hour of the day ot 
night and watch the sign language in 
action They lolled in chair luxury, 
puffing away gift cigars and enjoying 
a conversation with their kind. Ati 
uncalled for handshake extended to 
deaf notables and celebrities did noX 
enibrrass them at all. Everybody 
stepped up and rubbed elbows. 

There were many complaints from 
the ladies, who have had to pin badges 
on i)retty dresses and .spoil either the 
dress or the a>lor scheme. .Soine 
deaf genius neglected lo conceive the 
idea of making the ladies' badges lik( 
bracelets, or wrist watches, with name 
and address on a plate instead of th( 
watch 'face. One young deaf lady 
wore a white dress, a white hat, white 
shoes and white stockings, but she 
would not wear our blue badge, for 
it would ruin her color scheme, and a 
white badge, had to be made to orfler 
for her. She was very much iinptess- 
ed and happy. The local committct 
saw to it that the lady's and every 
body's pleasure was not disturbed. 

Attendance at this, the eleventh 
convention, was hardly as great as had 
been ho[x;d for, due to the severe busi- 
ness depression, which has struck wifle 
sections of the country. Intense heal 
over a long period, and little rain, 
have created crop condition and re- 
duction in wages throughout the south.

W. R. Hackney, of Charlotte; Record- 
ing .Secretary, xMrs.

The President's reception on the 
first night of the convention was tea- 
tiired by entertainment provided by 
Henderson's School of Dancing.

At tlie oiicniiij; session on Thursday 
nionn'ng, invocation was pronounced 
by \)t.

A .song was recited in graceful signs 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Mills, a southern 
belle. The Charlotte Chamber of 
Commerce extended the "Key of the 
City" to the deaf visitors. The ad- 
dress of welcome ff5r the local deaf 
was delivered by Robert C. Miller, a 
globe-trotter. O. W. Underbill, one 
of America's best known orators, was 
drafted to deliver the "Response," in 
which he excels. 

Dr. Laurens W. Walker, Vice-Presi- 
dent of Converse t'ollcge, at Spartan- 
Inirg, and Superintendent of the South 
Carolina School for the Deaf, at 
(!edar Springs, was official interpreter 
lor the convention. Dr. Walker is 
the third generation of the Walker 
fjimily in the work of upliftng and 
educating the deaf and blind. His in- 
terpreting and his address were clever 
anrj forceful. 

An interesting feature of the 
|)rogram was the address of Hugh 
C,. Miller, Chief of the Deaf Labor 
Bureau for North Carolina, He 
played upon the heartstrings of the 
audience by his clear description of 
the economic depression which is 
world-wide. He told how the 
Workmen's Conifjensation Act 
worked. This art is class discrimi- 
nation, said Mr. Miller, Some 
channels r)nce o|X'n to deaf workmen 
;ire now closed to them. He warned 
'very one in the audience to "stick to 
your present job," regardless of re- 
duction in wages. The cause of the 
world-wide depre.ssion is one small 
word "overproduction," Thanks, Mr. 
Miller, for your .splendid addriss. 

All ex newspaper man who knows 
the sign language of the deaf ad- 
ilressed the gathering at Friday 
morning session. W. M. Slniford 
l.»ropliesie(l that the day would soon 
come when dtaf children shoiikl 
receive their instruction in the 
iniblic schools side by side with 
those vvhc hear, in.stead of being 
taught !it one state school as 
now at Morganton. "To promote 
social life among the deaf." he 
declared, "the deadline between the 
deaf and those who hear should be 
remf)ved by more contact and better 
unJerstandiiig with each other." Mr. 
Slmford was for eighteen years con- 
nected with the State School for the 
Deaf at Morganton, in several ca- 
liacilies, being assistant superinten- 
dent, steward, and instructor of 
printing. He was editor-chief of 
the Deaf Caroliniafi. Being a prac- 
tical newspaper man and pi inter, 
he overliaiiled I he printing; plant at 
I lint school, installed the first lino- 
tyi>e macliine for young deaf prin- 
ters, an<l taught the printing trade. 
At present he is superintendent of 
National Junior Orphan's Home nt 
LexiiiKfnti, N. C.

Tht company per,- 
suaded us to let them put it in at no 
cf)st or obligation to the school. 
While it is very goexl and possibly a 
little too small for our use, the cost 
is so great, that we will have to reluc- 
'.•intly return it.
